tion may be discharged from the employ of the 
Com pany in accordance with the procedure of 
Section 8 of this A greem ent." 
Yet at no stage of the steel dispute does it appear 
that President Trum an, Schwellenbach, nor any other 
important W ashington figure raised the question that the 
entire strike ail! was a violation of contract, hence illegal, 
and must be stopped on that ground alone. 
Picket line activities in area after area have been 
flagrantly in violation of general laws concerning per­ 
sonal rights, as well as of special laws covering picketing 
itself. 
Authorized persons, who were not even "strike 
breakers," have bern denied by force the right to enter 
many plants. 
A few days ago it was revealed that a plant at Joliet, ’j 
111., suffered "irreparable dam age" because m aintenance 
crews were denied admission by the pickets. Nothing in 
the labor situation, and ct rtainly nothing in the laws, war­ 
rants any such high-handed and destructive procedure. 
A few days ago A ttorney G eneral C lark com m ented 
on the labor situation, but grew silent when asked about 
some of these legal points. Presently the subject drifted 
to the question of "m onopolies," and he explained how 
im portant he considered it to In* the governm ent's respon­ 
sibility of breaking them up.
